been. hit, although it is possible 
they mfy stool out and still pro- 
duce a crop.

Valencias and 
lemons under heat probably have 
gotten by and Valencia oranges 
that have had ice in them may 
grow out by picking time.

January Best 
Month For 
Bare Root Trees 


By KARL W. OPITZ 
FARM ADVISOR 

January is the best month for 
planting bare root trees and 
shrubs. During this time, how- 
ever, it is advisable to use care 
in preventing the roots from dry- 
ing out. If the plants cannot be 
planted immediately after ob- 
taining from the hursery, they 
should be placed in the shade and 
their roots covered with damp 
soil, sawdust, or peat. 

In .planting trees or shrubs it 
is a good rule to have the soli 
well prepared ahead of time The 
hole should be dug no larger at 
the time of planting than neces- 
Sary to easily contain the roots 
when spread out in their natural 
growing position This will pre- 
vent excessive settling when the 
Plant is watered. 

Good top soil, free of trash, 


| rocks, parasitic fungi and nem- 


atodes should be shoveled in and 
carefully tamped to keep the Plant 
at the proper level. The best rule

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CROSSBREEDING 
CAN HAVE VALUE 
FOR STOCKMEN

FARM ADVISOR 

A systematic crossbreeding pro- 
gram, combined with good man- 
agementand feeding practices, of- 
fers opportunities for some com- _ 
mercial cattlemen to “increase 
meat production in their herds. 
However, crossbreeding presents 
some problems for the average 
producer. 

A well organized and syste- 
matic breeding program is neces- 
sary before any system of crdss- 
breeding can be introduced. 

Both the females and the bulls 
used in crossbreeding~should be 
selected as to type and the qual- 
ity of the individual animals. 
This is most important when first 
cross females are to be kept im 
the breeding herd 

Crossbreeding must be systema- 
tically planned and _ carried 
through, with provision made for 
either raising straight-bred re- 
! placement females within the herd 
| or buying replacements each year 
Crossbreeding will not solve all 
of a stockman’s problems. Feed- 
ing and a good management prac- 
| tices are as important in cross- 
{breeding as they are in any suc- 
cessful cattle production.

FERTILIZER 
DOES NOT ADD 
MINERAL IN SPUD 


By WALTER J. CORDUA 
FARM ADVISOR 


Fertilizers can make a profit- 
able increase in the yield of a 
potato field, but they have very 
little effect on the amount of min- 
erals in the crop. College of Ag- 
riculture tests proved the mature 
Plants and tubers had about the 
Same amounts of nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid and potassium in both 
fertilized and nonfertilized plots. 

During the early stages of 
growth the fertilized potato plants 
contained more nitrogen and phos- 
phorus than the _ unfertilized 
plants, but at maturity there was 
very little difference A potash 
application had no effect on the 
potassium content of the plants 
at any stage of growth 

The total amount of nutrients 
drawn from the soil of the fert- 
ilized fields was higher because 
of the higher yield. An unfertil- 
ized crop of potatoes produced 
119 sacks containing 59 pounds 
of nitrogen per acre, 17 of phos- 
phoric acid, and 126 of potash. 

The highest yielding fertilized 
plot produced 395 sacks of po- 
tatoes which had removed 139 
pounds of nitrogen, 36 pounds of 
phosphoric acid, and 235 pounds 
of potash from the soil. How- 
ever, the fertilizer did not in- 
crease the amount of nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid or potash per 
pound af potatoes.

the gym two nights each week; 
| high school and college basket- 
ball teams, rating a preference, of 
course, needed the gym two nights 
"weekly for practice and another 
‘_ two nights for games and school 
social events.

Now, why worry about folk 
dancing? Well, certain residents 
of the community spend 270 stu- 
dents hours per week in this ac- 
tivity—-9,180 student hours per 
year. That figure alone indicates 
public interest and from. the fi- 
nancial standpoint, ADA units 
built up by the folk dancing class 
bring $2,800 of state money to 

the school at a cost of $663 for 

an instructor. 
' Profitable Venture 

That makes folk dancing some- 
thing of a profitable venture for 
the school administration as well 
as an interesting activity for 
some of the persons paying school 
taxes. 

And while on the subject of 

gymnasiums, bear in mind that 
the present gym was built for 
girls, with idea being to later 
construct a boys’ gymnasium, con- 
sequently, spectator seating was 
not a major consideration. 
‘ But with the present high 
school enrollment, about 1,000 
student body cards have been pur- 
chased by students—cards that 
supposedly entitle them to attend, 
among other ‘things, school athle- 
tic contests. 

The gym seats 600 persons. 
Usual policy is to allow the visit- 
fing school 100 seats for basket- 
ball games, with another 100 seats

Auditorium 

While the high school auditor- 
ium is large enough to accomodate 
most public gatherings in Porter- 
ville, with the exception of high 
school commencment and possibly 
a few other events, still public 
demand for the auditorium, is 
greater than can be met and be- 
cause school uses must be taken 
care of first, requests for the 
auditorium, particularly for reser- 
vations for two or more conse- 
cutive nights, are turned down 
frequently. 

In the overall picture, the pres- 
ent school auditorium is rapidly 
becoming inadequate to meet both 
school needs and demands for 
public use. 

Outdoor athletic facilities at 
the school, primarily the football 
field, are seldom requested for 
public use, however, a great hue 
and cry is raised annually by 
adult football fans on three major 
points: 1. The temporary bleach- 
ers are uncomfortable; 2. the 
light poles are in the way and 3. 
spectators parading up and down 
the sidelines are a nuisanse to 
persons in the lower bleacher 
seats. 

Safety Factor 

Add to these complaints the 

fact that temporary bleachers, re- 
gardless of how well they are 
maintained and how sturdily they 
may be set up, still offer a safety 
question’ and you have the pro- 
blem faced by the school adminis- 
tration concerining its football 
field. 
« We mentioned that a waiting 
list for adult woodworking clas- 
ses now exists. This fact results 
from lack of woodworking equip- 
ment, and coupled with increased 
demand by high school students 
for woodworking and other types 
of courses demanding mechanical 
equipment, presents a further pro- 
blem in school administration. 

Apparently capable of meeting 
public needs is the new school ca- 
feteria, which can be used by pub- 
lic groups of 200 persons or more 
and which is used during the-day 
for certain high school classes.

COURTHOUSE 
MOVE LEGAL? 


«@ Contending that proposed site 
of a new Tulare county court-- 
house on the Hyde tract adjacent 
to the city of Visalia is just as 
much ‘fat. Visalia’ as is the pres- 
ent courthouse location and claim- 
ing ‘that it is'’the legal right of 
‘voters. to locate the county seat 
and equally the right of the 
board of supervisors to locate the 
site of the courthouse, County 
Counsel LeRoy McCormick this 
week filed a brief in Superior 
court answering contention of a 
group that filed a recent injunc- 
tion to stop further planning of 
the courthouse move. . 
Mr. McCormick said, in part, 
“Our contention is based on one 
fact that it was within the power 
of the board of supervisors in 
1853 to locate the site of court- 
house in the quarter section which 
they later divided into town lots. 
| We further contend that the board 
‘of supervisors in 1853 could have 
; selected any any other site with- 
‘im a reasonable area of Visalia 
, and that the privilege is still open 
|:to any board of supervisors in 
authority in Tulare county.” 


SCHOOL BONDS 


Residents of the Woodville area 
will vote tomorrow on a $40,000 
‘bond issue for the elementary 
school district, the money to be 
used to provide additional class- 
room. faeilities, special activities, 
room, a kindergarten and im- 
prove cafeteria and physical edu- 
cation facilities. 

If the bonds are voted, the dis- 
trict will then be bonded to its 
limit, making it eligible for addi- 
tional aid from the state. Present 
enroliment is 285 pupils; 352 are 
expected within the next two 
years.

Work plans for the Agricul- 
tural Extension service in 1950 
have been recommended at meet- 
ings of advisory committees to 
cover the fields of deciduous 
fruits, dairy, olives, water con- 
servation, 4-H program and cit- 
rus in ‘Tulare county. 
DECIDUOUS FRUITS 

Deciduous fruit program recom- 
mendations were that more test 
work be done on spray thinning 
to cut operational: costs—a pro- 
cedure that is now recommended 
on three varieties of plums: Beau- 
ty, Duarte and Wickson. 


Other activities include 
| 


work on minor soil elements 
studies, and pest control. Con- 
cerning walnuts, committee mem- 
bers felt that cost studies, pest 
and disease control and gathering 
of information to combat tariff re- 
ductions on nuts imported from 
Europe should be on the Extension 
service program. 
DAIRY 
Recommended in connection 
with the dairy industry encour- 
aged use of dairy records such as 
those provided through the Dairy 
Herd Improvement association;

Other recommendations included 
extented training of 4-H leaders 
in smaller groups; the simplifica- 
tion of 4-H project recérd books, 
and an expendad program of 
home economics work. 


CITRUS 


Generally. the citrus program 
recommendation followed the same 
line as last year—improving cit- 
rus rootstocks and nucellar buds, 
comparison of straight nitrogen 
and complete fertilizers, continua- 
tion of non-cultivation tests, with 
two more groves to be added to 
the program, setting up of another 
grove for pruning tests in lemons 
and oranges and further study 
of soil fumigation prior to re- 
planting in an old orchard. 

Recpmmendation for new work 
was made in regard to fruit qual- 
ity, primarily concerning the usu- 
al method of picking all fruit at 
the same time, thereby placing 
unmatured fruit with matured 
fruit in shipments. Education on 
this point for growers was advis- 
ed. 


Harvesting of fall carrots is 


sti] continuing in the Salinas and 


Santa Maria areas but the deal is 
radiply approaching the clean-up 
stage. 


While California interests have 


citrus juices, the Minute Maid Cor- 
poration, one of the first organ- 
izations to market frozen orange 
juice, has been moving ahead and 
recently purchased, for $5,000,- 
000, a 4,700. acreage of orange 
and. grapefruit, along with three 
processing plants in Florida, from 
the DiGiorgie Fruit Corporation. 

For the 12-month period end- 
ing October 31, Minute Maid 
showed a net profit of $996,000 
and plans in 1950, to boost its 
orange juice production of 213 
million 6-oz. cans ,by 142 million. — 
Incidentally, Bing Crosby, a stock- 
holder, has been plugging Minute 
Maid products on a radio program 
| five days a week. .
